FEDERATED SHOP CRAFTS 


TAKE DECISIVE VOTE ON 


MONDAY, OUT 7 MONTHS 


Labor Hall, Occupied by Various Unions of the City, Was 


Crowded to Its Capacity by Men and Women; 


Estimated 600 Were Present 


A Standing Vote Was Taken, Sentiment to Call Off the Strike 


Being Almost Unanimous, But 25 Out of Entire 
Number Voting Against It 


The Federated Shop Crafts strike, so far as the union 
men in Brainerd are concerned, was called off at ll o'clock 
Monday morning, after one of the longest walk-outs in the 
history of the city. 
Tile men have been on strike since last 
July 1st. 
Rumors haw been prevalent for several days that a decision 
would be reached soon, but not until this morning was definite 
action taken. 
The large hall occupied by the various unions of the city was 
crowded to its capacity by both men and women, it being estimated 
that at least 600 were present. 
No demonstration was made either before <>r after the de­ 
cision was reached. A standing vote was taken and it is reported 
that the sentiment to call off the strike was nearlv unanimous, but

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CRIME COMMISSION RP PORTH

T he Minnesota Crime commission in unanimously in favor of 
referring the matter of crime prevention to some kind of an in­ 
terim commission which will study the subject thoroughly and 
report after two years. 
This recommendation is a wise one. Demands that have been 
made for stern methods of dealing with criminals which, it has 
been claimed, will prevent lawlessness, have come out of the 
present wave of lawlessness that is sweeping through the land 
but which appears to have passed its crest and to Im* receding. 
There is always a tendency for human nature to demand op­ 
posites. 
The pendulum is forever swinging. 
Years of capital 
punishment hegei a reaction against such methods of punishment 
and when it is seen that there is nettling remedial about hanging 
a man, public sentiment demands some Other method. 
But, w hen 
lawlessness sweeps through the land and persons arc shot down 
in cold blood, citizens forget all about the long struggle that pre­ 
ceded the banishing of capital punishment and while their senses 
are shocked by horrible killings, they demand a return to the old, 
discarded method o f dealing with criminals. 
It is right, therefore, that the crime commission should ask 
that the whole matter of crime prevention be considered through 
a period of time, in which people may pass from the state of ex­ 
citement arising from unusual criminal activity and think calmly 
and dispassionately about a subject that has engaged the atten­ 
tion of people for so long a time and has gradually, and after se­ 
rious consideration, led to the removal of capital punishment as a 
lienalty for c rime. 
The demand for the return of capital punishment arises out 
of conditions, conditions which it is claimed would be changed 
by the re-introduction of capital punishment. Statistics in Amer­ 
ica and England are compared and if is found thut there are few 
murders in England and many in America. 
Therefore, it is a r­ 
gued, capital punishment, which obtains in England, is res|K>rtsi- 
ble for the prevention of crime. TM argument does not convince. 
English jurists say that what Is needed in the United States is the 
enforcement of the laws we have and a change in the processes 
of justice that will assure conviction for crime and punishment 
after conviction. 
If we compare America with Russia, v\e will find plenty of 
killings and many executions there.

Most of tho welfare organizations of the state oi Minnesota 
are iii favor of the bill introduced by the four women members of 
the legislature which would give tis* illegitimate child its father’s 
name and the same inheritance rights as the child born in wed­ 
lock. 
When the measure is cousin* red from the angle of the child, 
who is forced to suffer through tit) inuit of its own, the bill should 
have tile consideration of all legislators. 
Under present laws the 
child may be given its father’s name if the father will admit his 
paternity in writing. 
To amend this, the bill proposes to confer 
the father’s name on the child, if ii is lite wish of the mother that 
the father’s name should be taken by the child, whether the father 
does or does not sign a statement of paternity, after the courts 
have decided that he is the father." 
There is just one objection to the bill. Hi rig, and in most of 
.inch cases the mothers are but girls, know that under the present 
law, if a child is horn out of wedlock, ii may go through life with­ 
out its father's name or a share in the father’s estate. The knowl­ 
edge of the unfortunate situation iii which an illegitimate child 
is placed max serve a s an inhibition and enforce the social stand­ 
ards which are against such relat ionships of male and female be­ 
fore marriage. If ihe stigma is removed and the illegitimate child 
is given Hie same place in life a s the natural child, the resistance 
of girls subjected to temptation may be weakened, because of the 
removal of the injustice to the unfortunate child. 
On the other hand, a responsibility will be placed Upon the 
father that will serve as an inhibition upon the male, who will 
have knowledge that fatherhood without marriage carries the 
same obligations as fatherhood in thi* marriage relation. 
This 
knowledge, that tin* child will share his name and estate, will pro­ 
tect women from those men wh * nope to axoid the responsibility 
of the marriage relation. 
Placing this responsibility upon the lather xviii more than 
counter-balance any weakness in the bill that arises from lessen­ 
ing the mother’s thought of possible misfortune for her child. 
And, probably, when the wrong is committed the effects of laxv 
have little influence upon the parties. 
The innocent child ought to be protected and should In* given 
the name of the father and share in his estate as other children 
do who are horn in wedlock. Such seems to be the right of the 
innocent child, 'out just whether this legislation xviii improve 
things by strengthening the waning sense of the sanctity of the 
marriage relation does not appear at all certain.

CRIMP COM MISSION REPORTS 


T h e Minnesota Crime commission is unanimously in favor of 
referring1 the m atter of crime prevention to some kind of an in­ 
terim commission which will study the subject thoroughly and 
report after two years. 
This recommendation is a wise one. 
Demands that have been 
made for stem methods of dealing with criminals which, if has 
been claimed, will prevent lawlessness, have come out of the 
present wave of lawlessness that is sweeping through the land 
but which appears to have passed its crest and to be receding. 
There is always a tendency for human nature to demand op­ 
posites. 
The pendulum is forever swinging. 
Years of capital 
punishment beget a reaction against such methods of punishment 
and when it is seen that there is nothing remedial about hanging 
a man, public sentiment demands some other method. 
But, when 
lawlessness sweeps through the laud and persons are shot down 
in cold blood, citizens forget all about the long struggle that pie- 
ceded the banishing of capital punishment and while their senses 
are shocked by horrible killings, they demand a return to the old, 
discarded method of dealing with criminals. 
It is right, therefore, 'that the crime commission should ask 
that the whole m atter of crime prevention be considered through 
a period of time, in which people may pass from the state of ex­ 
citement arising from unusual criminal activity and think calmly 
and dispassionately about a subject thai has engaged the atten­ 
tion of people for so long a time and has gradually, and after se­ 
rious consideration, led to the removal of capital punishment as a 
penalty for crime. 
The demand for the return of capital punishment arises out 
of conditions, conditions which it is claimed would be changed 
by the re-introduction of capital punishment. Statistics in Amer­ 
ica and England are compared and ii is found that there are few 
murders in England and many in America. 
Therefore, it is a r­ 
gued, capital punishment, which obtains in England, is responsi­ 
ble for the prevention of crime. THe argument does not convince. 
English jurists say that what is needed in the United States is the 
enforcement of the laws we have and a change in the processes 
of justice that will assure conviction for crime and punishment 
after conviction. 
If we compare America with Russia, we will find plenty of 
killings and many executions there. 
Life is not protected by pen­ 
alties but by a respect for humnji life and a certain national con­ 
sciousness. 
There is a spirit in Russia, another in the United 
States, and yet another in England. 
In England they do not kill 
kings while in Russia they do. 
The spirit of'the land must he 
changed and it will not bi1 changed by hanging criminals. 
In the two years, during which the interim commission looks 
into the s u b j e c t , they are likely to come to the above conclusion. 
The country does not need legislation prompted by a stampeded 
citizenship but legislation written by intelligent and thoughtful 
men who analyze causes and effects.

Most of tho welfare organizations of the state of Minnesota 
are in favor of the bill introduced by the four women members of 
the legislature which would give the illegitimate child its father’s 
name and the same inheritance rights as I Ik* child born in wed­ 
lock. 
When the measure is considered from the angle of the child, 
who is forced to sutler through no fault of its own, the bill should 
have the consideration of all legislators. 
Under present laws the 
child may be given its father’s name if the father will admit his 
paternity in writing. 
To amend this, the bill proposes to confer 
the fath er’s name on the child, if it is the wish of the mother that 
the fath er’s name should ta* taken by the child, whether tin* father 
does or does not sign a statement of paternity, after the courts 
have decided that he is the father."- 
There is just one objection to the bill. Girls, and in most of 
such cases the mothers are but girls, know that under tho present 
law, if a child is horn out of wedlock, it may go through life with­ 
out its father’s name or a share in the father’s estate. The knowl­ 
edge of the unfortunate situation in which an illegitimate child 
is placed may serve as an inhibition and enforce the social stand­ 
ards which are against such relationships of male and female be­ 
fore marriage. 
If the stigma is removed and the illegitimate child 
is given tile same place in life as the natural child, the resistance 
of girls subjected to temptation may ta* weakened, because of the 
removal of the injustice to the unfortunate child. 
On the other hand, a responsibility will he placed upon the 
father that will serve as an inhibition upon the mule, who will 
have knowledge that fatherhood without marriage carries the 
same obligations as fatherhood in the marriage relation. 
This 
knowledge, that the child will share lits name and estate, will pro­ 
tect women from those men who hope to avoid the responsibility 
of the m arriage relation. 
Placing this responsibility upon the father will more than 
counter-balance any weakness in the bill that arises from lessen­ 
ing the mother’s thought of possible misfortune for her child. 
And, probably, when the wrong is committed tin* effects of law 
have little influence upon the parties. 
The innocent child ought to be protected and should bo given 
the name of the father and share in his estate as other children 
do who are born in wedlock. 
Such seems to be the right of the 
innocent child, but just w hether this legislation will improve 
things by strengthening the waning sense of the sanctity of the 
m arriage relation does not appear at all certain.
